Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: It was agreed that the indication of claim 10 as being rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 103 over Schade on page 2 of the final office action mailed on 12-17-07 was a typographical error. The 
examiner indicated that Schade failed to teach or suggest agitating iron ganules and sand as recited in claim 10, and 
that claim 9 would be allowable if the subject matter of claim 10 was incorporated therein and if a terminal disclaimer 
was filed to obviate the obvious double patenting rejection of claims 9 and 10 listed on pages 3-4 of the office action. 
Mr. Mitchell agreed to cancel non-elected claims 41-43, and 48-52 directed to the species shown in FIG. 2 without 
prejudice for filing in a divisional application.
